Enough is known of the developments 
of this gigantic swindle to prove con-

of the total amount, has no other basis 

upon which to rest, than asa barelaced 

and infamous conspiracy against our 

taxpayers, on the part of certuin per- 

jured public functionaries and _ profes- 

sional swindlers, is also demonstrable, 

if not already fully known and con- 

ceded by every man of ordinary intor- 

mation in the State. Then why not 

assert, on all occasions, in connection 

with this question, these important 
truths, and demand in thunder tones 
full and ample relief in the premises for 
the tax payers ? 

Justice demands at the hands of the 
General Assembly a thorough investi - 
gation and classilication of our public 
indebtedness—a__ classification which 
shall set forth impartially and fully 
every claim which may be found valid, 
and also every other claim which is as- 
certained to be vitiated or fraudulent, 
for the information of the public, and 
when this duty shall have been faithful- 
ly performed it will surely be time 
enough to talk about a compromise with 
our bondholders. 

In private life whenever an individual 
finds that he has been inveigled into the 
execution of a promissory note, under 
false pretences, or otherwise defrauded 
to the same extent, it at once becomes 
his duty to notify the public of the 
swindle thus imposed upon him, and to 
disavow all obligations of payment. 
And this he may do without incurring 
in the slightest degree “the odium of 
repudiation.” 

I therefore hold, since the body poli- 
tic known as the State of North Caro- 
lina has at least equal privileges with 
indiviauals in this respect, that an im - 
perative and solemn duty is still resting 
upon the Conservative majority in the 
General Assembly to perform, without 
further hesitation or delay, the same 
righteous deed, as to every dollar 
of our public debt which is fraudu 


lent or vitiated, in the name and 
under the inherent and sovereign 
authority of the people. Let the 
issue cf repudiation be tull and 


fairly made up (separately and apart 
from all other issues) and submitted to 
the people tor their ratification or re- 
jection, through the ballot box at our 
next regular State election and a final 
quietus will be given to this question.
